Upon Immortality. 


FiotcitoT Bowlgon Addresses aa Audi- 


ence Upon the Matter That Has Been 
Ala life Struly. 


It wa* an audience of thinkers that faced 


Professor Howison of the State University 
last night when he stepped upon the plat- 
form at Hamilton Hall to lecture on "Im- 
morality From the Standpoint of Philoso- 
phy." All branches of, lite were represented 
In tto congregation, doctors, attorneys, 
divines, school teachers, and students beinR 
scattered about tho hall, whiln tbe large 
number ot ladies present spoke weil of the 
Intellectual plane of society in this city. 
The discourse was %'ery Interesting, the 
profesiior speaking without notes and 
avoiding the technicalities of lanfru.iRe, his 
ideas rising expressed In the simplest forms, 
so that they could reach the minds of all. 
He exploited his subject, nnd at tho con- 
clusion of his remarks ho offered his audi- 
tors fhe privilege of questioning him on 
matters philosophical, an opportunity tliat 
wa» gladly taken advantar-e of, and f9r 
orer hnlf an hour knotty qrrerles ponred in 
think and last, and were ably disposed of 
by the professor. 
"At the beginning of hia lectnro ho said 
that science was unable to support the 
doctrines of the soul as experienced from a 
religions point of view. This, however, 
was to be expected, for there is a great, 
ch»sn'. between the realms of science and 
philosophy. The scientific world inquires 
j»to and explains, the cause and eflect of 
things, it does not pretend to Rive any 
reaion for the relation. That explanation! 
is reserved for the realms of philosophy, 
orad even there tbe seeker for knowledge 
Boon fauos bis way barred by tho great wall 
that separates the mortal from tho eternal. 
Inrtivldnalily is ee.'.f actlvfty, and the soul 
O * Se;f-acting being, evolving Its own idem 
Wlimc, space and' causality, and if these 
do not originate lo the BensNw tbeV need

philosophical point. He must 6e ft person 
e&rthly aa w» are, for if He is higher, then 
w« cannot concBlve Him, for we fenow of 
nothing thht ia not presented to us ID 
Borne form in our snrronodtngs, ferson- 
-alily \i our highest conception of existence, 
and we cannot regard God beyond that. 
It Is as certain as two and two are four 
that our first Impression will impress It- 
self on nature, and it not, personality will 
b* wiped out- 
Tie lecturer showed that there Is rro crash, 
feetwei'n hla views and the doetflnes of 
Christianity. In the gospel of St. John, 
Jesus s»y§ "As the Father hntb life to 
Himself so Bath He given to tho Son that 
Ee should have life in himself. "Again, 
"This is the light that llghteth every man 
tlifit cotieth into the world." Taking the 
word "nature" which is so frequently 
brought tip in arguments, tho speaker re- 
znarKed that tt is a most pestiferous word 
different in its meanings. We speak of it 
to interpret our thoughts of lite and crea- 
tion, and then again we talk of it as a law 
wh«n we say "He could not help it. it was 
tho man's nature." Half of our dijputes 
•risa out of ambiguities, for every word 
can, by different application be mado to 
fconvey different meanings. 
When asked if it were not true that a 
person cocld not realize a fact, the ele- 
ments of which were already present in 
the understanding, the professor remarked 
that there must certainly be a knowledge 
of the formation of the fact, though tho 
application of this knowledge had to be 
uone by faith, unless the building up of 
the fact itself 
came uudei oae'a own 
observation.

between nervousness and the weight of tbe 
child 1 soon tired out; a thought, however, 
took immediate possession of ruy heart and 
soul, so 1 told my friends to tako thethild 
ond proceed. 1 took my place directly be- 
hind them, and with my hand on my 
Scapnlar, with earnest, heartfelt appeals to 
tb.esc.vlng meroy of God, through tho pro- 
tection arid intercession of Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel, to save us from a horrible 
death (all ibis was done, as yon are aware, 
in a very short time), aa the train was clos- 
ing in on ns at a rapid rate o( speed, and 
could not alack speed on tbe bridge lest it 
might be death to those on board. 
Well, 
we made it safely, bnt had wo three more 
steps to mnke on the track we would have 
been instantly crushed to death; we felt tho 
wind and force of the train pnsa immedi- 
ately on our stepping, or almost falling to 
one side. 
There were ladies and gentlemen tinder 
tbe shade of s tree where our miraculous 
delivery took placo; the ladies had their 
tands np in sceirinR horror, the gentlemen 
pale and immovable; bnt on our miracu- 
lous safety, handkerchiefs floated with hats 
in hand, and loud cheering was the rnliug 
order of the crowd for our miraculous es- 
cape from a horrible death. 
Since then my companion became a 
Catholic, and lived the life of a good prac- 
tical Catholic to the hour of his death, 
T7hich took place a few months ago, but I 
never learned whether our miraculous es- 
capa had anything to do in causing his 
conversion. So you can see from the above 
what good cause I have to bo thnntful to 
oar good and merciful God through the 
protection of our Lady of Mount Carmel, 
ond the pioua wearing of her Scapular and 
belief in its merits and efficacy.
